Chamber Survey Of City 
Finances Urges Drastic 
Program Of Economies 


Pre-1943 Unpaid Bills Could Be Paid Off Under Plan For 


Abolishing Liverpool Township (Saving $6,000), 


Withholding Pension Ta x, Other Moves 


Constructive suggestions for meeting all the city’s unpaid 
pre-1943 bills and establishing a sound financial basis for fu­ 
ture operations were outlined in a 76-page report here Mon­ 
day night by Ohio Chamber of Commerce governmental re­ 
search experts. 
The suggestions point out ways of saving about $12,000 
a year in city operation. 
Unpaid bills of $28,270.17 (as of last Dec. 31), chargeable 
to the general fund, could be paid off in a few years with this 
saving, it was proposed. 
The remaining $12,000 in unpaid 
pre-1943 bills are chargeable to the street department, and sug­ 
gestions also were made for meeting them under an annual 
payment plan. 
The report was approved Aug. ll by the City Tax committee, a 
body comprised of representatives of both the Chamber of Commerce 
and the Trades and Labor council. Chamber directors, city administra­ 
tion officials and councilmen attended last night’s meeting in the 
United States Potters association rooms, East Fifth st., where the 
report was read again. 
The major points suggested for liquidating the unpaid bills are: 
1.—ABOLISH that part of Liverpool township now lying outside 
the city, thus saving about $6,000 a year to the city in tax income 
now diverted to the township. 
2.—WITHHOLD new revenue for several years from the police 
relief fund, thus allowing about $4,000 a year to be applied to the un­ 
paid bills. 
3.—COMBINE the jobs of city auditor and council clerk and elim­ 
inate the job of assistant council clerk, thus saving about $1,000 a 
year, after increasing the auditor’s salary to compensate him for the 
extra work he would take on. 
4.—PAY CURRENT BILLS PROMPTLY, to take advantage of cash 
discounts. The saving possible by this program was unestimated, but 
it was pointed out $35 a month could be saved on the Ohio Power Co.’s 
bill alone—$420 a year. Other bills, if discounted, would provide sub­ 
stantial savings, it was argued.

Make Auditor Council’s Clerk 
The sta te law, the report point­ 
ed out, allows council to declare 
that the jobs of city auditor and 
clerk to council shall be filled by 
the sam e person. 
Considerable saving to the tax­ 
payers would result, it was argued, 
though it w as recommended that 
the auditor’s salary be increased 
because of the additional work he 
would be called upon to perform. 
This Job combination has been 
made by m any cities, it was stated. 
(The Ohio C. of C. research men 
have conducted governm ental sur­ 
veys in scores of towns and coun­ 
ties throughout the state.) 
Elimination of the job of assist­ 
ant to the council clerk was sug­ 
gested because the research men 
found that this Job now Is held by 
the auditor’s clerk. U nder the plan 
of combining the auditor’s job with 
that of council clerk, it wras pointed 
out the auditor's clerk would be 
assisting him, anyway. 
Prompt Payment Of Bills 
Most firms doing business with 
the city offer a cash discount, gen­ 
erally 2 percent, if the billa are 
paid promptly. 
It was reported by the research­ 
ers th at when their survey was 
made in June many 1943 bills still 
were unpaid. 
The report suggested that the 
auditor could have paid these by 
adhering to the Ohio budgetary 


laws regarding the manner of list­ 
ing accounts in local banka. 
Under 
the 
legally 
authorized 
method of depositing city moneys, 
the auditor would be able to pay 
all bills immediately upon their 
presentation—even though It would 
mean an apparent "overdraft” In 
the particular account to which the 
bills were charged. 
This is allowed by law, it was 
explained, beoause under the re­ 
quired 
certificate 
and 
encum 
brance (pay-as-you-go) system, no 
such bill could have been Incurred 
in the first place that would over­ 
draw a fund appropriated by coun­ 
cil or exceed the estimated rev­ 
enue for that fund for the year. 
Moreover, 
when

settlements are made the appar 
ent “overdraft” at the bank would 
be canceled. 
Anyway, there would be no ac 
tual overdraft because the aud! 
tor is not required to be guided 
by what cash he has on hand in a 
particular fund, but rather by coun 
cil’s appropriation for that fund 
which of course is based upon 
the county budget commission's 
estimate of expected revenue. 
Stop Borrowing To Meet Payrolls 
This practice, it was analysed 
in the report, is a further result 
of the past city auditors* reluc­ 
tance here to “overdraw” an ac 
count at the bank, which need not 
be a worry to them because they 
are not required 
to 
deposit a 
particular fund in the bank sepa 
rately. 
As long as the city has any 
funds In the bank, and aa long 
as the appropriations have been 
made consistently with estimated 
revenue and the encumbrance plan 
Is followed so that council’s limits 
on expenditures for any purpose 
are followed, any city money on 
deposit, no matter what Its source, 
can be used to meet any payroll 
or pay any bill. 
It was emphasized this Is not 
the same as "borrowing 
water­ 
works 
money 
to 
pay 
garbage 
truck drivers”, for Instance, be­ 
cause the money In the bank can 
be considered generally city money 
in 
total and 
not specifically a 
waterworks fund. 
The encumbrance system Is the 
protection against not using water­ 
works receipts sxcept for water­ 
works purposes, or gaihage receipts 
for garbage collection, and 
so 
forth. 
The practice of borrowing 
Is 
costly, it was pointed out, because 
In effect the city is going to the 
same bank where It already has a 
large sum deposited and borrowing 
funds and paying Interest on it 
while 
the money already 
there 
could be used. 
Auditor la Commended 
The 
report 
commended 
the 
auditor for Installing a certificate 
and 
encumbrance 
system 
and 
stated “he should be given every 
cooperation that this committee 
and the citizens of East Liverpool 
can give.” 
It noted, however, that the audit 
or’s system is “original” and that 
It “might prove to be Impractical 
as “It Is probable that It will entail 
more detail than a system oombin 
ing both the appropriations and the 
encumbrance functions in tbs ledg 
sr.” 
The letter system, In operation 
generally throughout Ohio and par 
ticularly In the auditors’ offices In 
Lisbon and Steubenville, was what 
was urged upon the auditor last 
year by the City Tax committee.

T he Germ an Invasion of April 
9, 1940, signaled the end of the

Denm ark was the best-treated oc­ 
cupied country In Europe. 
F or two y ears the Danes sm arted 
because of the lack of resistance 
by their arm ed forces. They thought 
th at perhaps if they had put up a 
fight they m ight have interrupted 
the Nazi w ar time table and pre­ 
vented the G erm ans from getting 
such a firm hold in Norway before 
the British g o t there to help Nor­ 
wegians. 
It was Just a year ago this month 
th at a turning point was reached 
in D enm ark which eventually led 
the G erm ans to impose a m ilitary 
dictatorship on the little nation of 
fewer than 4,000,000 persons In an 
effort to cru sh a revolt th at was 
crippling G erm an troop transport 
and supply lines and jeopardizing 
the output of m aterials

■ p TIRICO P E N T KADO of Brazil probably know s 
more about coffee than any living person. Maybe 
a little bit more. I am told th at in the coffee world 
be is som etim es referred to as M ister Coffee. 
He is chairman of the Pan-American Coffee bureau. 
a cooperative organization composed of the eight 
major coffee-producing countries of Latin America— 
Brazil, Colombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, Dominican Re- 
public, El Salvador, Mexico and Venezuela. 
It la indirectly through Senor Penteado’s N ew York 
office that I recently have acquired some Tarnin* of 
m y favorite beverage, including the fact th a t from 
July I, 1940, the United States imported 16,900,000 
baga of coffee, o r 2,217,600,000 pounds. 
Now Just a minute. Do not let the statistics scar* 
you away from the re st of this column. You c«.ti get 
36 to 40 cups of coffee from a pound. You can get 
5,016 cups from a bag, which weighs 132.76 pounds. 
Thus, in the period mentioned, we consumed 84,26-8,- 
800,000 cups, m y portion being perhaps half o f the 
last six figures. 
W ell, you could have m ade me tap out had yon 
laid me a price that the United States has not long 
been the g reatest coffee drinking nation in the 
world, but I am now apprised th at we ranked behind 
Denmark, Germany, 
Sweden and Finland in per 
capita consumption until the war. 
It seem s the citizens of those nations used to con­ 
sider It a social faux pas for one to be found without 
a cup of coffee in the duke at all times. 
N 
OW of course they have scarcely a sniff, while 
we are reveling in the arom atic odors of the 
brew and m ust be aw ay on top in per capita dram­ 
ming, especially when you figure in the armed forces, 
which get the finest blends and all they want. 
However, the coffee fellows are still a little heated 
up because, despite P resident Roosevelt’s 
recent 
announcem ent of the lifting of the rationing, som e 
restaurant operators continue to hornswoggle coffee 
drinkers by using double the normal amount of 
water and adding substitutes. 
Coffee is supposed to have originated in Ethiopia, 
but In the 14th century trees were transplanted to 
Arabia and the nam e derives from the Arabic. The 
Arabs first used it as solid food, crushing the berries 
and adding fat and carrying the m ixture as rations 
in spheres the size of the eight-ball. 
It w ent from Arabia to Egypt, then to Turkey, 
where the first coffee houses were opened in 1554. 
W hen it first hit Europe it was denounced as an 
Infidel drink, but Pope Clement VHI tasted it and 
rem arked th at it was so delicious th a t it would 
be a pity to let the Infidels have exclusive use of it. 
T his completely established its respectability, 
C 
APT. JO H N SMITH, founder of the colony of 
Virginia, is said to have brought coffee to this 
country. The Dutch imported it to New York from 
A m sterdam in 1640. It w as also the H ollanders who 
first planted coffee trees in South America. T his was 
a t Surinam, Dutch Guiana, in 1714. T hat sam e year, 
the m agistrate of A m sterdam gave Louis XIV of 
F rance some trees and Louie handed a batch of 
seedlings to his pal, Capt. de Clieux, to take to 
M artinique in the W est Indies. 
W ater was scare on the voyage, but the captain 
was too sm a rt to neglect the king’s gift and went 
thirsty him self so the seedlings m ight drink. From 
Martinique, coffee growing spread rapidly through­ 
out the W est Indies. Haiti and Santo Domingo going 
in -for It* cultivation. In 1727, Brazil planted its 
first trees a t Belem and by 1732 had exported its 
first coffee, 
I know a lot of other things I could tell you about 
coffee but my apace is running out and I will clo** 
by stating that England, now the greatest tea-drink­ 
ing nation, was tossing off a lot of coffee late in th* 
18th century, but her coffee houses becam e such 
hotbeds of political scheming th at Charles II closed 
them by proclamation in 1675. I rem em b er som ething 
like th at happening in Llndys one night when a 
Roosevelt-Willkie 
debate 
among

drinkers 
became so violent th at the boss heaved all th* 
debaters out of the jernt.

MINERS BLASTED 
IN ABSENTEEISM 


Coal Operators Also Claim 


Men Are ‘Indifferent’ 


Br Th* Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 31—“Enor­ 
mous 
absenteeism 
and 
indiffer­ 
ence” on the part of miners was 
blamed by a publication of soft j 
coal operators today for a serious 
lag in coal production since the 
spring strike—a lag which Interior 
Secretary Ickes says has reduced 
output below the year’s estimated 
needs. 
“It seems,” said a bulletin of the 
National Coal association, distrib-1 
uted to its operator members, “that 
the slogan “no. con tract—no sweat’ 
is in full operation in some sec­ 
tions.” 
Takes Government To Task 
The same bulletin also took th e ! 
government to task for its part In 
the coal shortage problem, saying: 
“In order to be fair about it, 
too, the record also should show 
that the government itself since 
last spring has not 
contributed 
fully to the successful operation 
of the coal mines of this country, j 
“Threats of shortages and ration­ 
ing, plus Implication that the gov­ 
ernment is going to do this, have 
not helped the situation at all. 
"A 
solution to the manpower j 
problem with enforclble directives 
has not been forthcoming. 
And 
the labor situation grows steadily 
worse. 
Hits At ‘Panic Crying* 
All this, with a little more of! 
this panic-crying out of Washing­ 
ton and we safely may look for 
serious difficulty In getting suffi­ 
cient coal to take care of the na­ 
tion, 
whereas 
the 
government 
spokesmen might do more good by 
being less vocal, and if the miners 
go to work there will be no diffi­ 
culties.” 
The NCA bulletin’s view of the 
miners’ state of mind since they! 
failed to win a general wage in­ 
crease coincided partly with the 
statement of Secretary Ickes in a 
national magazine this week that 
the miners .ire not working “at IOO 
percent efficiency because of the 
bitterness growing out of the ab­ 
sence of a work contract.” 
John D. Battle, executive secre­ 
tary of the National Coal associa­ 
tion, when asked about the bulle­ 
tin, said he was "not making an 
attack upon the union." 
It shbuld 
be noted, he added, that the refer­ 
ence was only to "some” of the 
mine workers. 
Ickes yesterday estimated bitum­ 
inous production for the week end­ 
ed Aug. 21 at 11,929,000 tons com­ 
pared with 12,030,000 tons the pre- j 
vious week.

The board of education at a 
special m eeting Monday night ap­ 
proved

budget

$434 ,500 for proposed expenditures 
for 1944, representing a drop of 
$10,124 compared to the amount 
the board asked for the current 
•alendar year, which was $444,- 
•24.50. 
While seven funds show an ap­ 
proximate total increase of $61,000 
for the next year, this is offset by 
the $60,000 included in this year's 
estimate, and not in next year’s for 
certificates of indebtedness. 
The board estim ates an addition­ 
al $17,970 needed for bond retire 
m ent and interest. The sums for 
the current year were set up at 
$18,515. 
Teachers’ Fund Raised 
Increases are shown in the per­ 
sonal eervice part of the adm inis­ 
tration fund, which next year is 
figured at $14,795, against $13,615 
this year; for teachers for instruc­ 
tion and textbooks and supplies, 
$285,000, an increase of $23,500 over 
the budget for this item this year. 
The fund for coordinate activi­ 
ties has been Jumped from $1,400 
to $3,550, while another fund show- 
Ing an increase is the playground 
department, with $2,530 for person 
a1 service against $1,330 for that 
purpose this year. 
In - the operation fund, the per­ 
sonal service estimate was boosted 
by $4,000 to $35,000 for next year, 
while other expenses in this cate­ 
gory were raised from $34,300 to 


f, $36,600, according to the budget 
estimate. 
Maintenance funds were almost 
doubled, with $12,500 set aside for 
that purpose this year and $22,000 
for next, while the fund for pur­ 
chasing equipment for old build­ 
ings rose from $6,000 to $10,000 
for next year.
